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CTA’s new fare payment system 
spells change for nearly all riders

The CTA soon will launch a new fare-payment system that 
affects almost every CTA and Pace rider, although transit of- 
ficials have yet to fully explain how it will work. 

CTA officials said they plan to do extensive “public out- 
reach” before the new system is activated sometime this sum- 
mer, starting by offering to switch current Chicago Card Plus 
users to the new Ventra card. 

The Ventra card’s function will be similar to the Chicago 
Card, with the added option to create a separate retail ac- 
count that allows the card owner to make purchases any- 
where MasterCard is accepted, officials said. 

The cost of a Ventra card will be $5, which then is credited 
toward transit fares if the card is registered within 90 days of 
purchase, officials said.

Suburban cop charged 
in LSD crash that killed 2

A judge set bail at $500,000 Sunday for a 
North Chicago police officer accused of 
causing the deaths of two men while driv- 
ing drunk and going the wrong way on Lake 
Shore Drive last week. 

Relatives of both victims said that bail was 
too low and that they believed the officer re- 
ceived preferential treatment. 

Officer Terrell Garrett, who remained 
hospitalized Sunday and did not appear in 
court, will have to pay $50,000 to leave cus- 
tody If Garrett posts bond, Cook County 
Judge James Brown ordered that he not con- 
sume alcohol or possess a firearm. He must 
also wear an electronic monitor.

Garrett, 35, told authorities, he had been 
drinking to celebrate his brrrlidaY; said itaus- 
tant State’s Attorney Michael Rufich. Garrett 
refused a DUI kit at the hixtpitil, Ru-sdi said, 
but a blood draw revealed a blood-alcohol, 
content of .184, more than twice die legal 
limit of .08.
